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‘PASTOR RUSSELL PREACHES ON 
THE “DAY OF IGNORANCE.” 


Text: “The Times: of This: Ignorance 


God Winked at; But Now He Has 
Commanded All Men Everywhere 
to Repent; Because He Hath Ap- 
_ pointed a Day In the Which He 
Will. Judge. the World. by That 

_, Man Whom. He Hath Ordained” 
(Acts xvii, 30).°: ;

|. Toronto, Canada, Jan. 9.—Pastor 
C. T, Russell of Brooklyn Tabernacle, 
New York, preached’ twice here yes- 
terday to. lurge and very~ attentive 
faudiences. We report’one of his dis- 
lcdurses from the text: “The times ot 
“this ignorance God winked at; but 
now He has commanded ‘all -men 
leverywhere to repent; because He 


: hath appointed a day in the which He 


“will judge the ‘world in righteousness 
‘by that man whom he hath ordained” 
Acts xvii, 30,31). He suid: 

_ The word “winked” in our text is 
used in » figurative sense to signify 
that God took no notice of, paid no 
attention to, that long period of tim: 
from the flood to the First Advent ot 
our Redeemer. During those twenty- 
five hundred years the world of man- 
kind lay in ignorance and weakness 
.and vice, but, as our text declares, 
God took no notice of it as a whole. 
He gave his ‘attention entirely to the 
little nation of Israel, the descendants 
of Abraham, with whom he made a 
special Law Covenant. Israel entereu 
.upon a great schooling period; first 
in a condition of peonage in bgypt; 
and later, under the command- ot 
Moses, passing from Egypt to Canaan, 
with a wandering of torty years in 
the wilderness; still luter under 
judges, and then under kings, ete. God 
did not wink at sin amongst the Is- 
zaelites, whom he adopted as his “‘pe- 
culiar people’ under the Law Cove- 
nant mediated by Moses. We read. 
that every disobedience received a 
“just recompense of reward” (Hebrews 
ji, 2). Stripes, punishments, captivi- 
ties, undef Divine supervision and 
predicted through the prophets, was 
the portion of the chosen people oi 
the Lord, Obedience on their part 
brought blessing and disobedience anu 
idolatry brought chastisements—God 
winked at nothing ss respects his 
chosen people, 

At first glance this is perplexing. 
-Not understanding the Divine Plan we 
would be inclined to expect that the 
favored nation would b2 excused more 
than others—that it would be the 
people whose impericcuions would be 
‘winked at. But not so; [srucl was 
chosen, for a purpusc. And in order 
to prepare them tor their mission and 
to fit them to fill it, the Lord chus- 
tened and sscourged them for their 
sins, and thus educated and assisteu 
them more than others out of degruda- 
tion.. As a result, when our Lord came 
into the world vo be man’s Keueemer, 
Israel, under the chustising, scourg- 
ing, instructing experiences of muny 
centuries, was-by fur the most ad« 
vanced nation in the world along relig- 
ious lines. vo 

Thus it was that when the Redeem. 
er presented himsclf, some, “a rem- 
nant,”” were “Israelites indeed’? anu 
ready to receive him—five hundred 
during his earthly ministry and sev- 
eral thousand miore at the following 
Pentecostal season. It is but reason- 
able to suppose that no other nation 
in the world would have furnisneu: 
any such numbers ready of heart for 
Messiah, and consccrated fully to him. 
Note, for instunce, thut 8t. Paul’s 
Preeening to the Athenians on Mars 

ill appurently touched not a single 
heart nor head. 

The Almignty informs us that Jus- 
tice is the very foundation of all ‘ot 
his dealings. He cannot be less than 
just, although through Christ he has 
provided to be more than just—that 
is, loving und merciful. There must 
have been a justice in this winking 
mentioned by the apostle. What was 

t - 


? 

‘The apostle explains that owing to 
a death sentence that was upon the 
world in general, and no provision 
having yet been mude for a redemption 
from that death penalty and a resur- 
rection deliverance, it would have been 
illogical for God to give laws to the 
world of mankind commanding repent- 
ance, elc. Why? Because they were 
already condemned to death, the ex- 
treme penalty of the Divine Law. No 
more could be done to them than de- 
stroy them, however badly they lived. 
And nothing that they could do would 
make them deserving of eternal life. 
So long as that death sentence rested 
upon them and no prospect was of- 
fered even of release from it, God l!et 
them alone, and justly enough “wink- 
ed” at their imperfection and did not 
luy it specially to their charge. 

With the yew it was different. God 
4nstructed that nution ‘through the 
Law and the prophets and the chas- 
tenings for their wrong doings, and 
thus prepared in them a “‘little flock’ 
of “Israelites indeed” ready for spirit- 
ual things. Additionally he wished to 
use them and their experiences as 
types or lessons for Spiritual Israel 
yet future. These types, under the 
guidance of the holy Spirit through 
the New Testament, have constituted 
very helpful lessons to the Church ot 
this Gospel Age—Spiritual Israei— 
“For the Law Covenant was a shadow 
of good things coming after it.” 

But before having this dealing with 
Israel, God made a Covenant with 
them, promising them life-eternal it 
they would obey. They gladly ac- 
cepted the proposition and strove to 
live righteously, strove to keep the 
Law. ‘They did not gain eternal life 
under the Law, because they could 
not keep it; not that the Law was 
defective, but that they, like all oth- 
er members of Adam’s fallen race, 
were imperfect. God knew of their 
‘weakness and allowed them to be dis- 
appointed in the outcome of their Cov- 
enant,”.but nevertheless he made it a 
great blessing to them—a means of in- 
étruction, which, as we have seen, ul- 
timately’ prepared several thousand to 
be of so ripe a condition of heart as 
to be: ready for the Saviour and be- 
come his disciples. The Jew then had 
this advantage over the Gentile up to 
that time. He had God’s promises. 
He knew the Law of God. He was pro- 
fited by striving to do the impossible 
thing of keeping it perfectly. Had 
God not chosen the nation of Israel

That general judgment day men- 
iioued by St. Paul in our text is nei- 
ther a damnation day nor a twenty- 
jour hour day. It is the thousand- 
year day of Christ—the period of his 
mediatorial reign, in the which Satan 
will be bound, all évil influences be 
removed, and the light of the knowl- 
edge of the glory of God be made to 
tili the whole earth. St. Peter -re- 
minds us, “Beloved, be not ignorant 
of this one thing, that one day with 
the Lord is as a thousand years” (11. 
Peter iii, 8). This is the key to the 
expressions, ‘‘The day of Christ,” 
‘ine day of judgment,” etc. ‘he Mil-

weakness und ignorance. Sinus to the 
extent that they were wilful will to 
the sume extent be punisnable anu 
receive a ‘‘just recompense of reward” 
(Hebrews ii, 2). Every good endeavor 
will be rewarded and every shortcom-. 
ing will be punished. 

Krom this standpoint ‘we see the 
torce of the Apostie’s argument, that 
it is the Divine intention to grant to 
every member of Adum’s race another 
triul, another judgment, to determine 
afresh and individually the worthiness 
or unworthiness of cach to have eter- 
nal life. But why should this fact 
muke any difference to the world in 
the present life? Why did not Goa 
wait until the Millennial Age and 
give them all a surprise? Why did he 
send them the message of his luve 
and a revelation of this knowledge of 
his future dealings? Did he not know 
whut the past eighteen centuries has 
proven, namely, that few of mankind 
would have the “‘hearing ear,” and 
that fewer still, after heuring, would 
so love righteousness and so hate in- 
iquity, as to sacrifice the interests of 
the present life by espousing the Gos- 
pel message, repenting of sin, and 
seeking to live a saintly life, in op- 


position to all unrightcousness. 


a 
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Yes, we answer, it is written, 
“Known unto God are all his works 
from the beginning of the world” (Acts 
xv, 18). God surely knew that the 
message of his grace would generally 
fall upon ears that were dull of hear- 
ing. That we might know this he 
caused it to be written in the prophe- 
cies in advance, that few would have 
the hearing eur for his message of 
love und mercy. Why, then, did he 
send the message? We answer that 
there were two reasons for his so do- 
ing. 

(1) He intended that a_ witness 
should be given so that those compre- 
hending would have an incentive to a 
reformution of life. He wished all to 
know that their responsibility in life 
would be proportionate to their 
knowledge of this fact of redemption. 
Thie principle 1s stated in the Scrip- 
tures by our Lord. He declares that 
he who knew not and was disobedient 
would be punished with fewer stripes 
and a lighter punishment for his trans. 
gressions, while those who knew better 
and sinned with deliberation would be 
punished with many stripes—in that 
Millennial day. 

(2) Another reason for the promul- 
gation of this good tidings of the 
Millennial Day of the Lord’s Judg- 
ment is that God wishes to use this 
message as a primary lesson to do a 
primary work of instruction for a 
special class of “elect” characters, 
whom he is seeking in the present 
time before the inauguration of the 
Mediatorial Kingdom. He calls these 
iis “jewels,” the “Bride of Christ,” 
his “‘member$.” This class is special- 
-y called out of the world now, in ad- 
vance of the Millennium, that they 
inay eventually be God’s Royal Priest- 
ood, or priestly kings, in association 
with their Redeemer.

"DR. CLARK’s SPEECH.

Dr. M. Clark, member for Red 
Deer in the House of Commons, 
spoke at some length in the bud- 
get debate. The doctor’s free 
trade utterances were consider- 
ably toned down in this speech 
and he is getting some light on 
the questions of the day.

goods, we must build a wall

Reay énd McLure, that the 
Department of Public Works be 
asked for a grant of 5200 to drain 
and grade the township line be- 
tween seca, 19 and 24 Tp. 37, R. 
26 and 27. Carried 

McLure and Pearson, resolved 
that W.J. Reay and S. D. Me 
Connell be a committee to lay the 
foregoing resolutions before E. 
Micaener, M.P.P., and ask his 
co-operation to secure the grants 
asked for. Carried. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Protests have been entered by Red 
Deer against both the Stettler and 
Lacombe clubs for playing men who 
are not eligible to compete under the 
residence clause of the constitution; 
and the residence clause is the only 
rule that prevents the importation of 
players, for 1s far as professionalism is 
concerned it is almost an impossibility 
to prove that any clubis paying men 
if they once determine to do so. 

As a result of the protest against 
Stettler, Lynn and Kent, formerly of 
Strathcona, were suspended by the 
Association; nevertheless, these men 
played against Wetaskiwin in the last 
league fixture and from all accounts 
will play against Lacombe in the 
Lacombe-Stettler game on Wednes- 
day. 

Lacombe was not so fortunate in 
their choice of players. Lustig, their 
first importation, proved a lemon and 
got his walking papers Their second 
choice, however, is certuinly an 
acquisitian to their team, and it is 
this man whose standing Red Deer 
questions, His name is Cocke, and he 
hails lately from Lethbridge it is 
alleged. He arrived in Lacombe about 
two days before the famous Edmon- 
ton-Lacombe game, of which we still 
occasionally hear in the correspond- 
ence columns of several papers. 

A word in explanation of Red Deer’s 
attitude in protesting may not be 
amiss, 

The Alberta Amateur Hockey 
Association originated in Red Deer, 
R. H. Brown of Red Deer (now of 
Edmonton) being elected President, 
and the Constitution naming © Red 
Deer as the annual meeting place for 
the Execufive. |The Red Deer Club 
feels itself bound to live up to the 
Constitution as long as they are mem- 
bers of that Association, and both 
have done, and will continue to do so, 
but it is small encouragement to any 
amateur team and also to the support- 
ers of that teum to find when playing 
aw league fixture that they are up 
against a picked bunch of semi- 
professionals from half a dozen differ- 
ent towns, ; . 

Red Deer is ready and willing to 
enter a team in a semi-professional 
lengue with any teams between Cal- 
gary and Edmonton, but when Red 
Deer does enter a semi-professional 
league it will not be in the guise of 
Amateur hockey, nor masquerading 
under the protection of the A. A. H. 
A. ° 

1tlooks particularly unsportsmanlike 
for Lacombe to import players after 
their experience last year, when they 
took the league pennant from Olds by 
having them suspended for playing a 
Calgary man. 

It is very doubtful from the present 
outlook whether the trouble has not 
attained too great proportions to be 
handled by the executive committee 
of the Association. Lacombe plays at 
Stettler to-night and it was reported 
here on Saturday on good authority 
that both teams are already streng- 
thening up for the game. Two well 
known Edmonton players have joined 
Stettler and they are expecting an- 
other ex-Strathcona man. Lacombe,
